Destruction of 246 trees in the 
proposed paving of widened Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue was unanimous- 
ly opposed in a resolution of the 
Horticultural Society of more than 
1000 members at its last regular 

meeting. 

The society’s tree committee re- 
ported that the trees, which border 
Fairgrounds Park in a _ six-block 
strip between Grand boulevard and 
Fair avenue, were in fine condition. 

A public hearing is to be held by 
the Board of Public Service Jan. 3. 
The board has two proposals: de- 
struction’ of the trees and con- 
struction of a 78-foot roadway, es- 
timated to cost $169,000, or preser- 
vation of the trees between two 40- 
foot roadways, to cost $180,200. The 
North St. Louis Business Men’s 
Association advocates destruction 
of the trees. 


QUANTRELL RAIDER DIES AT 89 


R. S. Kimberlin, Organizer of Con. 
federate Camps, Succumbs. 

CLARENDON, Tex., Dec. 8.— 
Word has been received here of the 
death in Santa Ana, Cal., of R. 8S. 
Kimberlin, 89 years old, a member 
of Quantrell’s band and an organ- 
izer of United Confederate Veteran 
camps in Texas. He lived in Clar- 
endon for Many years. 

Kimberlin and tour of his broth- 
ers joined Quantrell, leader of a 
Confederate guerilla band, at the 
beginning of the Civil War, after 
their father had been hanged by 
Union soldiers.

YALE PROFESSOR 


No More So Than Coffee, 

Physiologist Declares at 
Glass 
Less So Than Cigar. 


DYER FOR ‘WORTH 
WHILE BEVERAGE’ 


$5 a Barrel Tax Favored — 
Railroad Man Estimates 
Beer Would Give Lines 
$50,000,000 a Year.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— Anti-. 
prohibitionist .members of _ the 
House advocated 3.2 per cent beer as 
a non-intoxicating and healthful 
beverage and a Yale physiologist 
testified before the Ways and Means 
Committee today in favor of.“about 
four per cent” as not appreciably 
more, intoxicating than an equal 
volume of coffee. 

A Chicagu railroad man esti- 
mated that modification would 


yield at least $50,000,000 a year to 
the railroads. 

Efforts were made to speed the 

hearing so the committee can get 
to work by Tuesday on a bill to be 
submitted for passage by the end 
of next week, in line with the 
Democratic program for action by 
Christmas, if possible. 
_ Representatives Stafford of Wis- 
consin and Dyer of Missouri, Re- 
publicans, and Boland (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, led off in favor of 
Volstead law modification and were 
followed by Yandell Henderson, the 
tall gray haired Yale professor. 

The day. found brewers insisting 
on 3.2 per Cefft“by weight as the 
alcoholic content for beer and a 
tax rate of $5 per barrel, 

Prohibition organizations will 
have two days to present their op- 
position to modification of the 
Volstead act. 

A Democratic bill providing for 
2.75 beer and a $5 tax forms the 
basis of the hearings, but the com- 
mittee itself will decide what the 
content and tax will be when it 
reports. 

Favors 4 Per Cent Beer. 

“The cocktail habit,” Henderson 
said, “is a form of drug addiction.” 
On the other hand, he said, “4 per 
cent beer is so dilute as to be vir- 
tually non-intoxicating. It would 
re-quire a considerable effort to 
drink enowvgh to get drunk on it. 
If no alcoholic beverage other than 
4 per cent beer were known, the al- 
cohol problem would be no more 
serious than the problem of to 
bacco. 

“Spirits are as intoxicating as 
morphine. On the other hand, a 
glass of beer is less intoxicating 
than a.cigar. 

“If we could lead our young men 
and women to substitute wine for 
cocktails the gain for temperance 
would be enormous. The cocktail 
habit is a form of drug addiction. 

“Beer of 4 per cent and wine of 
10 per cent should be sold in res- 
taurants licensed under State laws. 
But the sale of spirits in restau- 
rants should be prohibited by Fed- 
eral law. 

“Unless the alcohol problem is 
in future to be handled along some 
such lines as these, based on reali- 
ties, the third experiment that we 
are about to make will almost cer- 
tainly be as great a failure as our 
two previous experiments with the 
saloon under the old licensed sys- 
tem and the bootlegger under pro- 
hibition.” 

Wine Taken With Meals. 

Henderson produced a liter mea- 
sure and a small bottle of water to 
illustrate the decreasing effect of 
spirits as they are diluted. “If a 
man pours 4 per cent beer into his 
body,” he said, “its effect would 
not begin until he had swallowed 
a relatively enormous quantity. 
Beer and wine are generally taken 
with and after meals. On the oth- 
er hand, cocktails and highballs 
are usually taken before meals. The 
absorption is rapid and the effect 
great.” 

Representative Treadway wanted 
to know waht “is a cocktail and 
what is the cocktail habit?” Hen- 
derson said: “It’s a drink composed 
of 30 per cent alcohol in spirits 
of some kind, either gin or rum, 
and some other ingredients to make 
it taste good. ‘ * 

“Four per cent beer and 10 per 
cent wine is an apparent contra- 
diction. But it is not real be- 
cause they are used differently. 
Wine is drunk in smaller quanti- 
ties and at meals.” He thought 
wine would promote temperance. 

Congressmen Testify. 

Representative Stafford as the 
first witness of the day, said 
that if the bill legalizes wines 
there should be a “saving clause” 
so that, if wines were held un- 
constitutional, the beer clause 
might still stand. He - said,

Witness Says ‘‘Speculators 
Commitments Exceeded 
Net Worth of Steinberg 
Family and Partners.” 


The inquiry into the collapse of 
the stock brokerage firm of Mark 
C. Steinberg & Co., underway for 
seven months, finally has developed 
that one of the partners recently 
testified before a New York Stock 
Exchange committee that specula- 
tion by the firm caused the failure 
with a loss of more than $500,000 
to creditors. 

This testimony, made public yes- 


terday at the nearing before thse 
Bankruptcy Referee, was given by 
Paul E. Peltason, “right hand man” 
of Mark Steinberg, who said: 

“I want to say that the failure of 
the firm was the result of spécula- 
tion’ on the exchange and nothing 
else. As far back as 1 can remem. 
ber the firm’s speculative commit. 
ments exceeded the net worth of 
the Steinberg family and the firm | 
partners by a wide margin. In. 
1929, when we were worth $9,000,- | 
000, we had $12,000,000 in specula- 
tive commitments.” 


Peltason. was questioned by the 
Néw York Stock Exchange Com- 
mittee on Business Conduct. 

Developments of the Day. 

Other developments in the day’s 
hearing before the Bankruptcy 
Referee were: 


An audit of the firm by the 
Stock Exchange indicated that 
Mark Steinberg's wife guaran- 
teed four Steinberg family ac | 
counts with debit balances total- | 
ing $366.202, and that the guar- 
antees were destroyed four 
months before the firm went into 
receivership last April 28. - 


The chairman of the commit- 
tee announced after the hearing 
that charges would be prepared 
and presented to the Governing 
Committee. Steinberg replied: 
“This is all very terrible to me. 
If it results in expulsion from 
the Exchange, how can I repay 
creditors? I have worked hard 
and faithfully for the settlement, 
not for personal profit, because I 
have had money and know it 
doesn’t mean a thing, but for 
creditors. I realize that getting 
back on the Exchange is prob- 
ably a dream I'll have to forget, 
but I want to repay creditors.” 

Enmity developed between 
Steinberg and Peltason when 
Steinberg told the committee tha: 
Peltason had been “running” the 
business in his absence. 

Peltason said that Me ’:' Stein- 
berg’s brother, Louis, who died 
recently, left $400,000 in insurance 
to Mark Steinberg’s three daugh- 
ters, and that the firm carried 
$25,000 insurance on the life of 
the brother. 

Reports Guarantees Destroyed. 


These points were brought out 
by the testimony of James P. Ma- 
hony, an auditor for the Stock Ex- 
change, and by transcripts pro- 
duced by him of the testimony of 
the partners before the committec. 

The witness was summoned by 
Edward W. and John C. Tobin, at- 
torneys for creditors who are op- 
posing the firm’s settlement offer. 
The attorneys contend that |addi- 
tional assets are disclosed by Ma- 
hony’s audit of the firm’s books 
and the transcripts. 

Mahony said that in making his 
audit he had occasion to inquire 
why the family accounts were re- 
ported to the Stock Exchange as 
fully secured when the firm records 
showed them to be partly secured. 
The explanation of Robert Wad-

GENEVA, Dec, 8.——Japan is 
prepared to face the seyerest 
penalties provided in the League 
of Nations covenant in defense of 
its pelle in Manchuria, Yosuke 
Matsuoka told the League Assem- 
bly this evening. 

“The whole nation is solidly 
behind the military leaders, who 
have acted as they should. There 
are 65 million people in Japan,” 
he said.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 — Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt departed for 
Albany today with the information 
on which he will base the message 
to the special session of the State 
Legislature that meets tomorrow. 

At a long conference with city of- 
ficials and New York bankers he 
obtained details of the financial 
situation of the City of New York 
which brought the call by Acting 
Gov. Lehman for the special ses- 
sion: In the conference were 
Charles E. Mitchell, chairman of the 
board of National City Bank, Win- 
throp W. Aldrich, president of 
Chase National Bank, George Whit- 
man of the J. P. Morgan Co.; Wil- 
liam H. Woodin, president of the 
American Car & Foundry Co., an 
old friend of the Governor; Mayor 
McKee of New York; Lehman, and 
Comptroller Charles W. Berry. 

For almost an hour they talked 
and then John F. Curry, the Tam- 
many leader, was called. He re- 
mained for some time after the 
bankers had left. None of the de- 
parting guests had anything to say. 

The conference followed a fam- 
ily dinner at the Roosevelt home 
on East Sixty-Fifth street to which 
the President-elect returned a little 
earlier. 

On his way to New York, the 
President-elect announced that 
during his next sojourn in Warm 
Springs, beginning Jan. 18 or 20, 
he expected to begin a study of 
the departmental setup of the Fed- 
eral Government and of the na- 
tional budget system. Advisers ex- 
pected that from this series of con- 
ferences would come recommenda- 
tions for changes in both. 

$20,000,000 Budget Cut. 

Fifteen minutes before a $40,000,- 
000 short term indebtedness fell due 
against the city yesterday, the 
Board of Estimate averted a possi- 
ble default of capitulating to bank- 
ers’ demands for a $20,000,000 re- 
duction in the 1933 budget. 

Promptly at 3 o’clock, when the 
$40,000,000 payments became due, 
the board announced passage of a 
resolution which, Mayor McKee 
said, had been dictated by the 
bankers,

thorship of the resolution, however, 
declaring he had dictated it to a 
stenographer after a telephone con- 
versation with Aldrich. 

The resolution declares it is th 
intention of the board to make fuf- 
ther reductions in the budget and 
expresses the “hope” that the. 
amount of such reductions will 
equal tha $20,000,000 payroll reduc- 
tion adopted Tuesday. 

Both the $20,000,000 payroll cut 
the additional reduction voted yes- 
terday are contingent on legislative 
authority to reopen the 1933 budget. 
No Transportation Board Fund. 

Meanwhile it became known that 
no provision was made in the bud- 
get for the Board of Transporta- 
tion. 

William Jerome Daly, assistant 
secretary of the board, announced 
the discharge of 256 members of 
the engineering staff and said “we 
will be out of business on Jan. 1 
unless the Board of Estimate finds 
the money for our budgetary re- 
quirements in 1933.” 

Berry later said the Chase and 
National City banks had lent the 
city $40,000,000, at 5 per cent inter- 
est, until Dec. 14.

1. That Japan’s military activ- 
ity in Manchuria since Sept. 18, 
1931 (the date of the attack on 
Mukden) was not legitimate self- 
defense.

3. That the United States ‘ana 
Russia should be invited to par- 
ticipate in a body appointed to 
attempt a conciliatory settle- 
ment. 


Neither the United States nor’ 


Russia is a member of the League. 
The first definite suggestion that 
they be invited to participate in 
the League’s peace efforts came 
from Sir John Simon, the British 
Foreign Secretary, although previ- 
ous speakers had hinted at this 
possibility. It was understood that 
Sir John presented the suggestion 
after learning that several of his 
colleagues approved it, and after 
discussing it with American and 
Russian officials.

3.2 per cent beer, it would “in no 
way supersede state laws which 
declare such brew intoxicating. In 
other words, states which are 
strongly dry would not have beer 
forced upon them.” 

He held the opinion that the av- 
erage beer sold in Milwaukee be- 
fore prohibition was not intoxicat- 
ing. 
Representative O’Connor (Dem.), 
New York, has a bill calling for 
beer with a 3.2 alcoholic content by 
weight, a pereentage described as 
non-intoxicating by Stafford. The 
bill by: Chairman Collier fixes the 
alcoholic content at 2.75. 

Questioned by Representative 
Treadway: (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
about the revenue phase of the beer 
bill, Stafford said: “You don’t 
want to put @ premium on alley 
brewers. People in my state want 
cheap beer. I believe that, with the 
$5 a barrel tax as provided in this 
(Collier) bill, it will permit them 
to sell beer at 10 cents a bottle and 
5 cents a glass.” 

He said that, at $5 a barrel of 31 
gallons, the tax would be 1% cents 
a bottle.

Warden Says Removal from Sing

Caused Resentment.

ATTICA, N. Y., Dec. 8.—Attica 
State Prison Tuesday night and 
yesterday had its first demonstra: 
tion of unrest by its convicts. There 
were no escapes and no serious in- 
juries reported, but in the wake of 
the unrest came rumors that guards 
had been compelled to resort to tear 
gas to put down the uproar and 
that convicts had broken cell 
plumbing and other equipment. 

Warden Hunt denied tear gas had 
been used but said there had been 
a “kicking over the traces by some 
of the convicts.” 

Warden Hunt attributed the dem- 
onstration to several causes, in- 
cluding resentment among new ar- 
rivals from Sing Sing prison over 
their withdrawal] from the metro- 
politan district, with its opportu- 
nity for visits from friends and kin, 
and a strong dislike among other 
convicts for pick and shovel work.

14 MEN ATTRIBUTED TO GAS 


MADRID, N. M., Dec. 8.—A~-coal 
mine explosion, which killed 14 
miners here yesterday, is thought 
to have been caused by gas. Sixty- 
four miners escaped. 

For 10 hours yesterday the fate 
of 10 of the miners was unknown 
and a large crowd of relatives 
gathered at the mine entrance. 
Four bodies were found soon after 
the explosion in a drift tunnel.

PRINTERS HERE SPEND 
$100,000 ON JOBLESS 


Union Men Help Idle Members 
—Vote Taken on Five- 
Day Week. 


— 


Union printers of St. Louis have 
spent more than $100,000 or an 
average of $1000 a week in the last 
two years forrelief of unemploy:d 
members of their organization, 
William J. Gibbons, president of 
Typographical Union No. 8, said to- 
day. 

The relief fund is raised through 

an assessment of 5 per cent of the 
monthly earnings of working prir- 
ters. For 18 months the weekiy 
benefit paid union members una- 
ble to obtain at least one days 
work a week was $10 for marrie:! 
men, and $7.50 for men without de- 
pendents. Recently this was re- 
duced to $7.50 and $5 because of 
the increasing number of wuneni- 
ployed, especially in job printing 
plants. 
Yesterday the members of 860 
jocal unions throughout the United 
States and Canada voted in a na- 
tional referendum on a five-day 
week as a means of sharing avail- 
able work. The result of the vote 
locally probably will not be known 
until late today. In the event a 
majority of the local unions favor 
the shorter working week, it will 
become effective at the expiration 
of existing six-day contracts with 
employers. In St. Louis the exist- 
ing contract can be opened for dis- 
cussion next May. 

Should the five-day week be 
adopted, working printers could 
not be assessed more than 1 per 
cent of their earnings for unem- 
ployment relief. Gibbons explained 
that, although about 1100 of «the 
1300 members of Local No. 8 are 
listed as working, the majority, 
employed in job printing plants, 
ao ‘not work a full week. The 200 
men employed in newspaper plants 
would be virtually the only ones 
affected by the five-day week, Gib- 
bons said. The day lost by these 
men each week would furnish 
about one day’s work for each 
printer now unemployed. 

The five-day week was indorsed 
by delegates to the annual conven- 
tion of the Printers’ International 
Union at Long Beach, Cal., last 
September. The vote was so ‘Close, 
however, that it was agreed to send 
the proposition to a national refer- 
endum. i 


Five-Day Proposal Approved by 
Newark Union.

New Social Program Prepared 
For Church Federation Favors 
Wider Distribution of Wealth 


Commitee of National Organization Recom- 
mends Repeal of Laws That Forbid Dissem- 
ination of Birth Control Information. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. &— 


A revised social creed on which a 
committee of churchmen has been 
working for four years, will be pre- 
sented today to the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America. 

It advocates repeal of laws rov- 
hibiting communication of birth 
control knowledge by “physicians 
and other qualified persons,” aad 
also says that diverce is often 
“preferable to the enforced con- 
tinuation of a relation which has 
no true basis in mutual respect and 
attention.” 

The report calls for a “wider and 
fairer distribution of wealth, socia) 
insurance against unemployment, 
sickness, accident and old age 
want; social control of the eco- 
nomic process; revision of penal 
methods and of Criminal Court 
procedure.” It states that religi- 
ous bodies should oppose compui- 
sory military training in educa- 
tional institutions. 

Section on Birth accel. 

The section dealing with birth 
control follows: 

“The interests of morality and 
sound scientific knowledge and the 
protection of both parents and 
children require the repeal of the 
Federal and state laws which pro- 
hibit the communication of infor- 
mation about birth control by phys- 
icians and other qualified persons. 
Abuse of such information can best 
be controlled by education. We may 
rely also upon the fundamental in- 
tegrity of human life. 

“The problems related to mater- 
nal health as affected by chi.d- 
bearing, and the whole subject of 
the spacing of children and limita- 
tion of the size of families, which 
has unfortunately become involved 
in acrimonious controversy should 
be re-examined dispassionately, 
from the point of view of morality 
and hygiene, with due regard tv 
the best means of maintaining de- 
sirable standards of living and fully 
discharging the fundamental obli- 
gations of parents to each cther 
and to their children.” 

‘The report will be presented by 


Dr. Frank Mason North, former 
president of the Council. 


Election of Officers. 


At yesterday's session of the 
Council, Dr. Albert W. Beaven of 
Rochester, N. Y., was elected presi- 
dent and Dr. Lewis Seymour Mudge 
of Philadelphia was chosen © ‘ce- 
president. F. H. Mann of New 
York was re-elected treasurer. The 
Rev. Rivington D. Lord of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., was re-elected recording 
secretary. He has served in this 
capacity since the organization of 
the Council in 1908. 


The Council adopted the report 
of the commission on internatiorial 
justice and good will after mak- 
ing some changes. A paragraph 
which stated “we hold that citizen- 
ship should not be conditioned upon 
a willingness to bear arms,” was 
revised to read, “we recommend 
such changes in the present laws 
of the land so that citizenship 
should not be conditioned upon the 
willingness to bear arms.” 


The report recommended -inat 
war debts be reduced. A motion to 
strike out this paragraph was de- 
feated. American membership in 
the world court was urged. Another 
section declared that the world 
cannot be effectively organized for 
peace “until private traffic in arms, 
credit and sinews of war have been 
brought under strict control.” 

Practically all of a report rec- 
ommending changes in the struc- 
ture of the Council was adorted. 
A membership in the Council was 
reduced from 460 to 287, and the 
meetings were changed from quad- 
rennial to biennial. 


A renewal of interest in worship 
was reported to the council by its 
Committee on Worship, which in- 
terpreted the trend as “a hearten- 
ing sign of a revival of Christian 
faith and spiritual vitality.” 

In introducing the report Bishop 
Wilbur P. Thirkield, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, chairman of 
the committee, said his group had 
“no thought of trying to standard- 
ize forms of worship or of adopting 


any one type of service.” 


BRITAIN PLANS TO REFER 
OIL DISPUTES TO HAGUE COURT 


Notifies Persia It Will So Act Un- 
less Cancelation of Concession 
Is Withdrawn. 
By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—Great Britain 
has notified Persia that unless can- 
celation of the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Co. concession is withdrawn within 
a week this country will refer the 
dispute to the Hague Court. 

Capt. Anthony Eden, Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, informed 
the House of Commons of this de- 
velopment today. 

Reports that British cruisers had 
been ordered to the Persian Gulf, 
presumably in connection with the 
controversy were denied officially. 

The cruiser Hawkins which, ac- 
cording to one report, had been or- 
dered up the Persian Gulf, is car- 
rying out the ordinary winter cruise 
announced last September, it was 
stated. It left England last month. 

H. M. S. Enterprise, flagship of 
the East Indies squadron, is pro- 
ceeding up the Persian Gulf with 
the Emerald and the Hawkins, hav- 
ing left Bombay on Monday. There 
have been certain alterations in the 
original schedule for that voyage, 
but it was said here that there was 
no significance in that, inasmuch 
as such alterations in schedule are 
common. 


WALLS COLLAPSE AS COLIMA 
IS SHAKEN BY EARTHQUAKE 


Residents of Mexican City, Where 
Recent Tremors Were Disastrous, 
Terrified.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 8—The 
earthquake which rocked Central 
and Western Mexico yesterday ter- 
rified residents of Colima where re- 
cent tremors have been disastrous.

The shock was felt strongly in 
Mexico City, Tepic and Guadala- 
jara.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—One of the 
famous Gilbert Stuart portraits of 
George Washington has been sold 
for $10,500. A private buyer pur- 
chased it last night at the Ameri- 
can-Anderson galleries at the first 
session of a sale of paintings from 
the gallery of P. Jackson Higgs. 

Unlike more familiar Stuart prot- 
raits, the picture presumably was 
painted from life. 

An auction of the rare book 
library of the late Ida O. Folsom 
ended last night. The 498 lots 
brought $59,162. Top price at this 
session of the Folsom sale was 
$4000, which Gabriel Wells paid for 
what was described as “the mag- 
nificent Herschel V. Jones copy” 
of Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair.” This 
is a first edition in original parts, 
with original wrappers, uncut. The 
book is illustrated in steel and 
wood by the author. Many of the 
plates in later issues were re- 
worked, but in this copy the plates 
are all in their first state, as 
executed by Thackeray. 

Alvin J. Scheuer paid $1800 for 
a set of R. S. Surtee’s “sporting 
novels” in the original parts. The 
Herschel V. Jones copy of the first 
edition of Walt Whitman’s “Leaves 
of Grass” went to B. J. Beyer for 
$1250. 


Italian Deficit Increasing.

RUSSIA REFUSES 
TO MAKE APOLOGY 
10 GREAT BRITAIN 


Disclaims Governme n ta I’ 


Responsibility for Accus- 
ing Statement in Official 
Newspaper. _ 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 8.—It was stated 


authoritatively today that the 
Soviet Government had refused to 
accede to a British demand for an 
apology for statements published in 
the newspaper Izvestia, official or- 
gan of the Soviets. 


The Soviet Ambassador, in dis- 
claiming Government responsibility 
for the objectionable statements, 
was said to have refrained from 
stressing agreement with the sub- 
stance of the statements. 

Izvestia accused the British In- 
telligence Service of having in- 
structed its agents in Riga, Latvia, 
to obtain documents, “real or bo- 
gus,” establishing a _ relationship 
between the Soviet Government and 
the Communist Third Internation- 
ale. This was lirkked with British 
claims of evidence that the Third 
Internationale directed the recent 
“hunger march” on London and 
was working against British rule in 
India. 

The Soviet Ambassador was re 
ported to have declined to offer 
any apology as demanded. The 
Russian reply, it was stated, was 
to the effect that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment could not be held re- 
sponsible for the newspaper articles 
on which the complaint was based, 
that the newspaper is controlled by 
an editorial board responsible for 
the opinions it expressed. This 
board, in the Soviet Government's 
view, is not an official body, and 
Izvestia is only official insofar as 
it prints and circulates the Govern- 
ment’s official orders. 

The British demand for an apol- 
ogy from Moscow was made known 
in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Capt. Anthony Eden, Under- 
secretary for Foreign Affairs. 


R. C. A. BUILDING, LARGEST 
IN WORLD, FINISHED OUTSIDE 


14,250 Tons of Limestone in 70-Story 
Structure; Not the Tallest But 
Floor Space Greatest. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8. — The 
14,250th ton of Indiana limestone 
in the new R. C. A. building at 
Rockefeller Center came to a per- 
manent resting place 850 feet above 
the sidewalk yesterday morning 
and the biggest building in the 
world was built. 

There was no ceremony to signal- 
ize the completion of the exterior 
of the structure, however, because 
only the first. 55 of its 70 stories 
are reached by elevators now and 
the builders decided no dignitaries 
could be induced to climb 15 flights 
of stairs to see the last block of 
stone laid. 

Interior work remains to be done 
and the central structure of the 
$65,000,000 enterprise will not be 
ready for occupancy until May. 

The building is the largest in the 
city by virtue of its 2,700,000 square 
feet of floor space. It is exceeded 
in height, however, by the 1248-foot 
Empire State Building with 102 
stories and the 1046-foot Chrysler 
Building with 77. 


Just a Coincidence.

started an investigation. The in- 
quiry disclosed that many such 
documents were forged.

Needed, Says H. G. Wells) 


Foresight 


Novelist Declares Investigators to Prepare 
World for Consequences of New In- 
ventions Are Essential. 


LONDON, Dec. 8—An ‘urgent 
need for “professors of foresight” 
to prepare the world for the con- 
sequences of new inventions is seen 
by H. G. Wells, historian and nov- 
elist. 


“All my life I have seen the abol- 
ition of distance becoming more 
and more complete,” he said in a 
recent speech. “But, for all prac- 
tical purposes, we haven't begun 
to think yet what we are going to 
do about it. 

“All of us are behaving as though 
there were no need whatever to 
adapt our lives and ideas in any 
way to these new conditions. 

“See how unprepared our worlc 
was for the motor car. The motor 
car ought to have been anticipated 
at the beginnning of this century. 
It was bound to come. It was 
bound to be cheapened and made 
abundant. It was bound to change 
our roads, take passenger and 
goods traffic from the railways, 
alter the distribution of our pop- 
ulation, congest our towns with 
traffic. 

A Case in Point. 

“Did we do anything to work 
out any of these consequences o7 
the motor car before they came? 
We did nothing to our roads until 
they were choked, we did nothing 
to adjust our railroads to fit in 
with this new element in life until 
they were overtaken and bankrupt, 
and we still have to bring our pvol- 
ice up to date with the motor ban- 
dit. 

“It seems an odd thing to me that 
though we have thousands and 
thousands of professors and hund- 
reds of thousands’ of students of 
history working upon records of the 
past, there is not a single person 
anywhere who makes a whole tinmie 
job of estimating the future conse- 
quences of new inventions and new 
devices. 

“We ought to have not simply 
one or two professors of foresight, 


but whole faculties and depart- 
ments of foresight, doing all they 
can to anticipate and prepare for 
the consequences of this gathering 
together, this bunching up, which 
is now going on, of what were once 
widely dispersed human relation- 
ships. 

“We need to organize foresight 
in these matters very urgently in- 
deed. Because, you see, it is not 
only that men will be able to get at 
and see and talk to their friends 
anywhere. They will also be able 
to get at those they suppose their 
enemies, with equal facility.” 

Unpleasant Side of Progress. 

In his vision of the “unpleasant” 
sides of progress, Wells sees the 
possibility of air torpedoes, bombs, 
gas and flame delivered “wherever 
you like, or don’t like, at any time.” 

“There are no professors of fore- 
sight as yet,” he said, “but I am by 
way of being an amateur. Let me 
draw a plain conclusion. 

“Either we gnust make peace 
throughout the world, make, one 
world-state, one world-pax, with 
one money, one police, one speech, 
and one brotherhood, however hard 
that task may seem, or we must 
prepare to live with the voice of 
the stranger in our ears, with the 
eyes of the stranger in our home, 
with the knife of the stranger al- 
ways at our throats, in fear and in 
danger of death, enemy neighbors 
with the rest of our species. 

“Distance was protection, was 
safety, though it meant also ignor- 
ance and indifference and a nar- 
row, unstimulated life. For good 
or evil, distance has been done 
away with. This problem of com- 
munications rushes upon us today 
—it rushes upon us like Jehu,: the 
son of Nimshi. It ‘driveth furious- 
ly.” And it evokes the same ques- 
tion: Is it peace? 

“Because, if it is not to be peace 
foreseen and planned and _  estab- 
lished, then it will be disaster and 
death.” 
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OPIUM MONOPOLY SET UB. 
BY MANCHUKUO GOVERNMENT 


New State Hopes Thereby to Re- 
lieve Part of Its Financial 
Pressure. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHANGCHUN, Manchuria, Dec. 
8—Manchukuo by official decree 
has joined the decreasing ranks of 
countries which operate an opium 
monopoly. The Changchun Gov- 
ernment has organized an opium 
monopoly bureau under the Min- 
ister of Finance with an elaborate 
set of regulations. ' 

The new state hopes to be able 
to relieve part of its financial pres- 
sure through this monopoly. 

At present, the two largest tracts 


of opium+territory named within 
the borders of Manchukuo are in 
Jehol province on one side and 
the fertile region between the Ussuri 
and Amur Rivers way up. on the 
other side of the country. Gen 
Chang Hsueh-liang and the Nank 
ing Government still holds sway in 
Jehol Province, while the insurg- 
ents under Generals Ting Chao and 
Li Tu control the region between 
the Ussuri and Amur. But by the 
time the next harvest is reaped the 
Changchun authorities hope to have 
tamed the latter area and to have 
added the former to its realms in 
actuality as well as nominally. 
Foreign missionaries, including 
Americans, tell of opium shops be- 
ing opened freely in their districts. 
This has been confirmed by one 
American missionary in the city 
of Harbin itself, where part of his 
mission building was taken over for 
the sale of opium, to be smoked on 
the premises. Chinese smoke opium 
in one side of the building while 
other Chinese are singing Christian 
hymns on the opposite side.

A War Debt Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: “ 

WISH to present for serious considera- 

tion a method of settling some of the 
difficulties in connection with the Euro- 
pean debts. 

Since the war, there has been a re- 
markable development in the French 
North African territory, namely, in the 
colony of Algiers and the protectorates 
in Moroceo and Tunis. I have seen her 
North African possessions and have mar- 
veled at the rich prize there, flowering 
with the finest products of thé soil, both 
from an agricultural and a mineral 
standpoint. It might be added here that 
the acquisition of this territory by France 
was not desired because of an overcrowd- 
ing in her homeland, but rather because 
of her dreams of imperialism. In other 
words, she does not need colonial terri- 
tory to take care of an excess poptla- 
tion, because there is no excess popula- 
tion in France. 

On the other hand, Italy has a very 
small territory ‘and a population of 45,- 
000,000. She is tremendously overcrowd- 
ed and needs territory for expansion. The 
only possible place for her to go is the 
small Tripolitan country. Many of her 
citizens have flowed over into adjacent 
Algeria from Tripoli. This would be fine 
were it not for the fact that, according 
to French law, all children born of Ital- 
jan parentage on French soil are French 
citizens. This has been a thorn in the 
side of Mussolini, the great Fascist ruler 
of Italy. The question of citizenship of 
these children is covered by a temporary 
treaty and it is by no means a settled 
question. 

We all know that there is strife and 
discord between France and Italy—one a 
republic and the other a Fascist domain. 
Both France and Italy have proved ob- 
structive to any change of sea power of 
these two countries because they both 
desire naval parity in the Mediterranean. 
It is believed by the well informed that 
if Italy is given an opportunity to ac- 
quire North African territory for over- 
crowding population, much of the irrita- 
tion between these two countries will be 
eJiminated. 

-France and England, claiming to be 
impoverished from lack of ready cash or 
credit, have a means of settling their 

bts and promoting the peace of the 
world by ceding to the United States suf- 
ficient territory to be in turn ‘sold to 
Italy, or any other country that needs 
expansion for its subjects. In other 
words, we will take over a part of North 
Africa, not for permanent possession, but 
for trade. We trade this to Italy, which, 
I-venture to say, would be Willing to pay 
off rapidly enough to satisfy the most 
capitalistic critic. We could thus at one 
stroke settle the debt, wipe out the Ital- 
ian-French bad feeling, give the Italian 
emigrant a place in the sun and, at the 
same time, relieve France and England 
of territory which they only acquired 
as the spoils of war—and in the end, of

THE STREET CAR SITUATION. 

The owners of the local street railway system have 
apparently decided to take their losses and sell out 
to the city for the best price they can get... They 
have seemingly abandoned the untenable position of 
aloofness, and their spékesman announces that they 
will henceforth sit down with the city and bargain 
until a bargain is made. ! 

This decision is, in our judgment, as sound as it 
was inevitable. The street railway system is fast 
becoming a thing.of.the past. The present owners 
bought it five years ago for about $50,000,000. Its 
earning power now is about 7 per cent on $10,900,000, 
Its earnings ‘have dropped sharply from last year, 
when it earned 7 ‘per cent upon a valuation of $24,- 
338,900. They will be still lower next year. Mean- 
time, the capital obligations of the system are coming 
due, and there is no promise of capital anywhere with 
which to refund them. ‘ * 

The owners of the property are not, in the matter of 
loss, unlike investors in most industries. The people. 
themselves have suffered immense losses in invest- 
ments. It is not a good time for making money upon 
a large scale, and in the street car business it is the 
worst of all tinies. A new form of transport ‘has 
risen in the world, and the street’car is going the 
way of the stagecoach, It is an obstruction to traf- 
fic in a modern city, a slow and cumbersome means 
of getting about which cannot compete with automo 
tive transport. The bus is. replacing the street car. 
It is faster. It is more mobile, It loads and unloads 
at the curb, whereas the street car passenger must 
run the gantlet of traffic in the middle of the street. 
This latter is a vital point in favor of the bus. As 
transport becomes more modernized and always 
faster, the middle of the street becomes more dan- 
gerous. 

The owners of the street car system tried once too 
often an old game in St. Louis. It is the franchise 
game. Thirty years ago street railway promoters 
bribed the House of Delegates to get a franchise to 
the streets. A score of men went to the penitentiary, 
but the franchise held. It is one of the two in effect 
today, and will be in effect for some years to come. 
One group of profiteers after another has bought 
these franchises and manipulated them in the mar- 
ket. The last time this game was successfully played, 
$41,000,000 of. investments went down the sewer. 
They were utterly lost. 

J. K. Newman was responsible for the Waterloo 
which is now to be liquidated. This budding Na- 
poleon of finance had been uniformly successful in 
such operations. His strategy was to enlist local 
financiers in his operations and thus gain for him- 
self the political power of such groups. This was 
what he did here, but the pitcher in this case went 
to the well once too often. What Newman and his 
associates did not foresee was that.automotive trans- 
port was about to crowd the street car out of the 
picture. Their only chance was to get their fran- 
chise extensions quickly, float their bonds overnight 
and get out ahead of the deluge. 

The end began when the franchise extension failed. 
The great drive which Newman and his associates 
made upon the City Hall aroused the resentment of 
the Mayor, who denounced it as a deal for private 
profit, at the expense of the community. It eventu- 
ally drove the Board of Aldermen over to a policy 
of public ownership of transportation. The final chap- 
ter will be written when the owners of the property 
sell out to the city at what the city will pay, and re- 
construction begins. Reconstruction of transportation 
in St. Louis has been delayed for years by this effort 
to get the street car franchises renewed when the 
eommunity needs possession of its own streets and 
wants to get the street cars out of them. 

All St. Louis has suffered from this impasse. The 
downtown section has been almost strangled by it. 
Experts have shown that the city can do more than 
solve the transportation problem. It can also repair 
its own depleted income. It can do these things by 
putting in a modern bus system) by taking the strebtt 
cars out of the streets, by opening the highways for 
traffic, by basing fares upon costs. 

Forward, St. Louis! 
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BOSSISM AND THE PRIMARY. 

To some of the tens of thousands of voters who 
scratched the Democratic ticket to give Lieutenant- 
Governor Winter a vote against Pendergast bossism, 
it is surprising to note that one of Mr. Winter’s re- 
actions to his defeat is a denunciation of the primary 
system of nominations. He told an audience in Jef- 
ferson City that the primary system was adopted 
“when radical measures were placed in the Constitu- 
tion, which included the initiative, referendum and 
recall,” and that the primary promised to give con: 
trol to the voter and not political bosses and ma- 
chines, but that “the contrary has proved true.” 

We fail to see any indictment against the primary 
in Winter’s defeat. On the contrary, if a boss can 
control a State nomination in spite of the primary, 
how much easier would it be for him to control a 
convention! 
convention style of nomination, which Pendergast 
was able to exercise only through the rare exigency 
of a nominee dying shortly before election. 

Mr. Winter’s complaint about the “radicalism” of 
the primary, initiative, referendum and recall must 
be at sharp odds with the sentiments of many of 
those who went out of their way to strike at bossism 
by voting for Winter. 

PENSIONERS OF 1812. 

It is disclosed from Washington that we are still 
paying for the War of 1812. Seven pensioners of that 
conflict—five widows of soldiers, one remarried wid- 
ow and one daughter—are now drawing money from 
the Federal Treasury, 118 years after the Tréaty of 
Ghent, which ended the war. This lends new point to 
the aphorism that there is nothing like a pension to 
promote longevity. None of these pensioners, of course, 
had been born when the War of 1812 wasfought. Their 
services to the country consisted entirely in wedding, 
at a comparatively early age, a decrepit veteran of 
that conflict, then indorsing pension checks for the 
half-century or so following his démise. How the 
thing works is shown by the career of one such pen- 
sioner Who died last year. At 26, she married her 
veteran, aged 70, and survived him by 66 years. 

The last widow drawing a Revolutionary War pen- 
sion died in 1906, although the last soldier of that war 
passed away in 1869, aged 109. Not a veteran of the 
Mexican War survives today on the pension rolls, but 
checks still go to 547 of their widows. There were 
39,426 Civil War veterans on the pension payroll in 
June, 1981—and 153,437 widows! 

This is one of the pension racket’s costly ramifica- 
tions, whereby ambitious women have been able to 
make highly profitable marriages.

478,307. That estimate includes payments on war 
debts in the amount of $268,000,000. If those pay- 
ments are not made, the deficit will, in round num- 
bers, total $1,414,000,000. Either figure shows how 
dismally far the famous pre-convention bill to balance 
the budget failed of its objective. 

What of the next fiscal year, 1933-34? The country 
catinot continue going annually into the red to the 
tune of a billion. Expenses must be cut. The Presi- 
dent proposes that appropriations for the next fiscal 
year be redused by $580,000,000. Such economies, 
however, if put into effect, would not suffice to 
balance the account. Additional revenue must be 
found in the dum of $492,000,000. . 

In the field of veterans’ relief, a saving of $127,000,- 
000 can be effected. The recommendations, presented 
in detail, contemplate no lack of generous provision 
for any deserving veteran or his dependents. The 
President’s plan may be adopted in all justice to 
soldiers with valid claims on the Government. It 
should be adopted in all justice to the country. 
Another saving of $55,000,000 is proposed by a 
furthe® reduction in the Government's payroll, ap- 
plicable to persons drawing salaries above $1000. 
This second cut, in addition to the compulsory fur- 
lough without pay, now in operation, Will mean an 
average salary reduction of 14.8 per cent for all Fed- 
eral employes. Such reduction would work a hard- 
ship in many instances, since the rank and file of 
such employes are modestly paid. That recommenda- 
tion should, in our opinion, be adopted only if un- 
avoidable. 

What is called a “marked reduction” is proposed 
in the appropriations for public works, which would 
be chopped down from $664,602,697 to $188,545,942— 
a retrenchment of more than $476;000,000. Other 
items of reductions are: rivers and harbors, $20,000,- 
000; Mississippi River flood control, $12,000,000; mil- 
itary activities of the War Department, $18,000,000; 
Navy, $10,000,000; for the Prohibition Bureau, a mere 
pinch of $650,000. 

Such is the President’s report in substance. He 
puts it up to Congress to slash expenditures for the 
next fiscal year by more than a half billion and to 
find additional revenue of approximately a half bil- 
lion. To provide this additional revenue, the message 
recommends a manufacturers’ sales tax, a proposal 
previously rejected by Congress and which public 
opinion would countenance only as a last resort, when 


the revenues of the coming calendar year are shown.

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MORE BLOODSHED IN THE ORIENT. 

A heartless massacre of hundreds of unsuspecting 
men, women and children, say the Chinese. Denying 
this, the Japanese announce merely that a group of 
“pandits and unruly elements associated with them” 
lost their lives in a conflict with Japanese soldiers. 
As between these conflicting reports from Nanking 
and Tokio, relative to the latest bloodshed in Man- 
chukuo, public opinion fortunately has the advice of 
a disinterested observer, Edward Hunter, Interna- 
tional News Service correspondent, stationed at Muk- 
den, who, at great effort, visited the remains of the 
villages in which the killings occurred. His moving 
description of the charred ruins, the wholesale burial 
grounds and the testimony of every survivor he could 
find convincingly bears out the Chinese view. Atroc- 
ity stories are always coming from this stricken area, 
but here is one which appears to have the stamp of 
truth. Neutral persons, we believe, will accept Mr. 
Hunter’s findings as reliable and further evidence 
that there can be no real peace in the Far East so 
long as the basis of government in Manchukuo re- 
mains as it is. It is starkest tragedy that at the very 
moment when the Western world is trying to solve 
a debt problem resulting from the recent holocaust 
we should find civilized peoples playing with the 
tinder box of war. 
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If the reports are correct, everybody is employed in 
Russia and nobody has enough to eat. — 
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HANDLING THE “HUNGER MARCHERS.” 

The “hunger marchers” who went to Washington, 
some 2700 strong, accomplished almost exactly as 
much as did the King of France in the nursery 
rhyme, who “marched up the hill with 20,000 men 
- « and then marched down again.” They could 
not expect to stampede Congress into meeting their 
demands, and they aggravated the relief problem in 
the communities where they stopped for féod and 
shelter en route. 

Avowedly Communist-Inspired, the demonstration 
had radical elements that presented definite danger 
of violent action. Yet the good-natured and tolerant 
attitude of Washington authorities, together with po 
lice precautions, neutralized the explosive elements. 
Thus they converted the crux of the movement, the 
demonstration at Capitol Hill, into what our cor- 
respondent called a “comic opera affair.” 

Representatives of the marchers received a hearing 
from the presiding officers of both houses of Con- 
gress, in fulfillment of their constitutional rights of 
petition. Speaker Garner’s attitude was impeccable— 
he agreed with the spokesman’s declarations of relief 
needs, and cited his own efforts in that direction. 
Vice-President Curtis regrettably lost his temper at a 
blunt remark of the marchers’ delegate, and contrib- 
uted the only sour note to the affair. The rest of the 
proceeding was a wholesome blowing off of steam 
with songs, shouts and a parade with bannefs. The 
pressure relieved, the marchers departed peaceably for 
their homes. 

The incident illustrates perfectly what Arthur Gar- 
field Hays, attorney for the American Civil Liberties 
Union, had in mind when he said in St. Louis this 
week: “Expression gives people a chance to blow off 
steam. That’s one reason repression is so unintelli- 
gent—because it rouses such hate and such a sense 
of outrage.”

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Public Lands and the States 


Wilbur policy of giving surface rights in remaining public lands to states is assailed as 
endangering natural resources; writer fears raids on national forests, exploitation 
of mineral deposits and setback to conservation will follow; bill handing these 
177,101,551 acres to states has roused opposition, and its defeat seems probable.

N the attempt to scrap the conservation 
| poticy made popular by Theodore Roose- 

velt and to open the way for squandering 
the natural resources which the Federal 
Government holds in trust for future utiliza- 
tion, Albert B. Fall was a mere piker in 
comparison with Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
the present Secretary of the Interior. Dr. 
Wilbur's effort to give away virtually the 
whole of the public domain has had little 
attention, partly because no bribery has 
been involved and partly because the im- 
plications of his land policy are not appar- 
ent in its casual statement. 

This effort has not yet succeeded, but 
the Nye-Evans bill—which would cede to 
the states the surface ownership of the re- 
maining unreserved public domain, 177,101,- 
551 acres in all—is still before the Public 
Lands committees of thetwo houses of Con- 
gress, and it will bear watching. It requires 
no great discernment to realize that after 
getting the surface rights to this land, the 
states would soon acquire the mineral rights 
as well. And the conservation record of the 
states is such that such a transfer probably 
would bring prompt exploitation of oil and 
metalliferous deposits, a robbing of the next 
generation to add to the unmarketable sur- 
pluses of the present one. 

If the issue were merely one of states’ 
rights, the citizen might well say, “Give the 
states the land and be done with it.” But 
that is not the main question. All of the 
states have a stake in. the public domain, 
not merely the 10 states in which nearly all 
of the remaining public lands are located. 
This is true now as in the days of the Con- 
federation, when Maryland and certain 
other states which possessed no land west 
of the mountains agreed to ratify the new 
Federal Constitution only on condition that 
states claiming the Western land cede their 
claims to the central Government. 


* * ” 

The Federal Government has been selling 
and giving away land throughout its history, 
and—except for certain frauds and blunders 
—this is probably as it should have been. 
Farms were given as bonuses to men who 
fought in the Revolution, the War of 1812 
and the Mexican War. Land was sold to 
farmers and speculators at a low price, set 
in 1820 at $1.25 an acre. Large tracts were 
given to the states, and grants totaling 129,- 
000,000 acres were turned over to the rail- 
roads. Hompestsading, begun in 1862 and 
virtually ended with*the exhaustion of the 
supply of agricultural land about 20 years 
ago, was responsible for the disposal of 
more land than was any other method. 

The remaining disposable public domain, 
while it cohstitutes only one-eighth of the 
original Federal lands, is larger in area than 
the Atlantic seaboard states from Maine to 
South Carolina, inclusive. Scarcely any of 
this land is useful for agriculture, but much 
of it contains valuable oil and metalliferous 
deposits. Some of it can be used for for- 
estry, and some for grazing if prompt ac- 
tion is taken to rehabilitate areas in which 
over-grazing has led to serious erosion, 

The current over-production of oil and of 
most metais and the urgent need for refor- 
estation call for the conservation of the re- 
maining public domain rather than its ex- 
ploitation. But the Department of Interior, 
unlike the Department of Agriculture, tra- 


ditionally has been indifferent, if not hos- 
tile, to the interests of conservation. 

While no one would accuse Dr. Wilbur of 
fraud, he apparently shares the anti-conser- 
vation views common to certain of his pred- 
ecessors. After coming to the Cabinet, he 
lost little time in launching his land policy. 
In July, 1929, and again a month later, he 
advocated the cession of the public lands 
to the states. In April, 1930, Congress was 
induced to authorize President Hoover’s ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Conservation 
and Administration of the Public Domain. 

This committee held several meetings in 
June and November of that year. It was 
headed by a former Secretary of the In- 
terior, James R. Garfield. By some coinci- 
dence which Dr. Wilbur may be able to ex- 
plain, the report of this committee support- 
ed in detail the land policy he had been ex- 
pounding. The Nye-Evans bill was the re- 
sult, . 


* * s 

This bill not only provides for the trans- 
fer of the entire unreserved public domain, 
but also opens the way for raids upon the 
national forests now reserved. The bill calls 
for the appointment of a public lands com- 
mittee in each state, and empowers these 
committees to recommend, not only addi- 
tions to, but also subtractions from, the na- 
tional forests. 

The committees would have no funds for 
investigations, would not be required to 
hold public hearings or to give any kind of 
publicity, and would be required to complete 
their work within one year. Moreover, their 
recommendations would go, for executive 
action, not to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
who has charge of the national forests, but 
to the Secretary of the Interior, who has no 
responsibility for the forests. 

Thus the states might make large depre- 
dations upon the national forests, which are 
needed for protection of the watersheds as 
well as for forest culture. It may be argued 
that the states, as well as the Federal Gov- 
ernment, are capable of conservation activi- 
ties; New York and some of the other Hast- 
ern states have embarked on far-reaching 
programs of_reforesting. But the Western 
states, in general, are financially unable to 
assume this burden, and they would prob 
ably fail to do so for the further reason that 
their Legislatures are dominated by anti- 
conservationists. The magazine, American 
Forests, has declared that the re of 
the Nye-Evans bill “might well prove in the 
years to come the greatest blunder in the 
history of public lands stewardship.”

THEFTS BY CHILDREN 
CONTINUE 10 MOUNT 


Government Bulletins Would 
‘Recognize Fact Causes of 
Delinquency Are Natural.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—An up- 
ward curve of thefts by children in 
1931 was noted in a bulletin on 
juvenile delinquency published yes- 
terday by the Children’s Bureau. 

It urges a new community view- 
point toward so-called bad boys and 
girls, citing the recommendation 
of the White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection “to 
abandon the practices of finding 
fault, of laying blame, and to recog- 
nize the fact that the causes of de- 
\linquency are natural and univers- 
al, and that social needs are as real 
as physical needs.” 

Statistics from 19 courts in com- 
munities of more than 100,000 were 
found by the bureau tb show an 
upward juvenile delinquency curve 
‘from 1927 to 1930. The year 1931 

showed a drop of 8 per cent, main- 
ly in less serious charges, while 
|stealing cases continued to in- 
crease. 

The actual number of delinquents 
was said to be probably far larger |

“My definition of the function of 
|@ university may strike you as 
monastic or anti-social, but it was 
the original one. What has changed 
this function is that students came 
and an elaborate machinery had to 
be devised so that the unscholarly 
could be made scholarly and the 
frivolous be made serious. 

“That’s how deans of this and 
deans of that, administrators and 
directors came into being, all hav- 
ing little or nothing to do with the 
preservation, increase and expres- 
sion of truth. The student has been 
forced into a groove. More serious, 
he is receiving a confused idea of 
education. He gets the idea that 
this machinery is part of his educa- 
tion and fails to see the real ele- 
ment—the broadening and widen- 
ing effect of contact with books 
and minds. 

“The effects on the faculty are 
more injurious. It makes them feel 
that they are doing their duty if 
they serve the machine and makes 
them feel that they have nothing to 
‘do with what I have described as 
ithe function of a university. More- 
over, it corrupts them. The admin- 
| istrative officers get all the plums, 
‘the emoluments, and the greater 
consideration and facilities. They 
| represent the vested interests, the 
privileged classes. 

“In this way the scholar is made 
‘to run for the administrative of- 
‘fices. There are clashes between 
'scholars and the machine but the 
/machine always wins. It is soul- 
less, yet it has almost taken the 
place of the university. 
| “The ideal cannot and probably 
\should not be realized. But if the 
machinery thus obscures the real 
‘function of a university is not edu- 
‘cation being purchased at too 
great a price? It is leading to a 
decrease instead of increase in

Declares Machines Are Not Yet Sufficiently 
Developed’to Handle Traffic to Europe ~ 
—Favors Dirigibles. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—An of- 
ficial report that aeronautic science 
has failed to develop an airplane 

capable of efficient “trans-Atlantic 
air transport seryice to Europe,” 
but holding out a’ hope for the*fu- 
ture was sent to Congress today by 
President Hoover. 

The report was the eighteenth 
drawn by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, created 
by Congress in 1915 as a Federal 
agency to “plan and co-ordinate re- 
search programs for the develop- 
ment of aircraft.’ 

The committee lists in its mem- 
bership Charles A. Lindbergh, Or- 
ville Wright, Major-General Benja- 
min D. Foulois, chief of the Army 
Air Corps; Rear Admiral William 
A. Moffett, chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics; and others 
under the chairmanship of Presi- 
dent Joseph Ames of John Hopkins 
University. Research laboratories 
are maintained at Langley Field, 
Va. 

“With the present disturbed con- 
ditions of the world,” the commit- 
tee said, “it is vitally necessary to 
continue aeronautical research, ex- 


perimentation and development ot 
national defense. To fall behind 
would not only endanger our secur- 
ity but would retard definitely the 
progress of civilization.” 

In a letter submitting the report, 
President Hoover urged that 
“America should keep at least 
abreast of other nations in the de- 
velopment of aviation.” He declared 
the advances made “have increased 
the relative importance of aviation 
as an arm of national defense.” 

The committee reported that be- 
fore long over-water flights are 
undertaken for freight or passenger 
transportation “large seaplanes of 
greater efficiency must be develop- 
ed than are now possible. 

“Rigid airships at this time offer 
a prospect for air passenger serv- 
ice to Europe,” it said, adding: 

“The committee believes that the 

United States should continue to 
encourage the development and use 
of rigid airships as a means of 
ocean transportation.” 
The committee: réported “gratify- 
ing progress” had been made dur- 
ing the year in the performance, 
reliability and increased speed of 
airplanes.

The plaintiff, Elmer Lindstedt, 
owner of 725 shares of the com- 
pany'’s corm.mon stock, charges that 
the company lost the confidence of 
its customers through incompetent 
management. The firm was -uc- 
cessful under its former head, the 
late J. L. Hemp, and would con- 
tinue to prosper under proper di- 
rection, the petitioner states, Lind- 
stedt states that under the pres- 
ent management wne division of 
the concern’s business, the manu- 
facture of sheet metal stoves and 
stove piping, was disposed of to a 
competitor for an inadequate con- 
sideration.

SPECIFIC DIET FOUND 
FOR PRESERVING TEETH 


Two Missionaries to China Dis-'| 


cover Phosphorus and 
Vitamin D Essential. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—The first 


100 per cent scientific proof of the 
specific diet which will preserve 
teeth, namely phosphorus and vita- 
min D, has been credited to two 
missionaries to China, Dr. and Mrs. 
R. Gordon Agnew. 


Their announcement of the final’ 
step in 10 years’ research, experi- 
ments on 350 children, was hailed 
by Dr. E. V. McCollum of Johns 
Hopkins University, one. of the 
world’s foremost dieticians, as a 
“milestone in scientific progress.” 

Their work, he said, eliminates 
confusion about the diet needed for 
teeth. Vitamin D comes from sun- 
shine and cod liver oil, or their 
substitutes. The phosphorus foods 
in order of their richness are egg 
yolk, milk, meats, leafy vegetables 
and the seeds, grains, roots and 
tubers. 

The saliva, Dr. McCollum said, is 
probably the means of tooth protec- 
tion, through phosphorus it receives 
from the bipod. 

The diet announcements were 
made at a luncheon given by the 
board of governors of the West 
China University,. to which the 
Agnews are returning. 

Where they Got Clew. 

Dr. Agnew said they found their 
clew in analysis of 3000 diets of 
Chinese and Tibetans who have 
better teeth than Americans. 
returned to the University of To- 
ronto for scientific investigation 
and were able to cause 100 per cent 
decay in teeth of rats by diet alone. 

Finally this year the feeding of 
children began. Decay was not 
only prevented among those with 
the rich phosphorus-vitamin D bal- 
ance, but decay already started 
stopped its progress. 

“The significant fact,” said Dr. 
McCollum, “is that the Agnews for 
the first time, eonsciously and un- 
der scientific control, have suc- 
ceeded in producing and preventing 
dental caries (decay) practically at 
will, and to a degree approaching 
100 per cent. Their work gives 
further strength to the conclusion 
that dental caries can be largely, 
perhaps wholly prevented by cor- 
rect eating. 

Certain Misconceptions. 

“The Agnew work enables us to 
dispose of certain misconceptions 
more or less widely held in the 
past. The popular belief that tooth 
decay is due to impaction and fer- 
mentation of food within fissures 
of the teeth is doubtless true in 
certain cases. We will probably 
never be able to do without the 
toothbrush. : 

“One of the-oldest, most widely- 
held, and erroneous popular _ be- 
liefs has been that tooth decay is 
largely due to eating too much 
sugar and other sweets. Although 
sugar itself does not decay teeth, 
sweet-eating contributes indirectly 
because sugar satiates the appetite 
s0 quickly that a lack of the more 
essential food elements usually re- 
sults, The Agnews appear to have 
demonstrated conclusively this 
truth in the experimental research 
they have just reported. 

“Another theory is that decay is 
caused by a deficiency of vitamin 
C. It has nothing to do with the 
primary cause of dental caries. 

“The intsrence to be drawn from 
this research work is that if we 
get an adequate supply of vitamin 
D, drink plenty of milk and eat 
plenty of vegetables and * other 
foods rich in phosphorus, nearly 
all of us can avoid dental caries.” 

Asked after the luncheon to sug- 
gest a specific diet, Dr. McCollum 
specified a quart of milk daily, eggs 
several times a week, a leafy vege- 
table at least once a day, and a 
salad twice a day and “after then 
anything you like.”

Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, said he did not 
subscribe to the plan which the 
carriers had adopted of placing the 
wage question before the commis- 
sion, but explained that he thotght 
there was no doubt that the tem- 
porary 10 per cent reduction due to 
expire in February would be ex- 
tended. He was .not sure that fur- 
ther reduction beyond the 10 per 
cent was needed, but said that if 
business conditions warranted there 
might be a necessity of further re- 
adjustment in certain cases. 

“I wish to take sharp exception 
to the statement of Mr. Willard,” 
said W. R. Cole, president of the 
Louisville & Nashville. 

He said that just an extension of 
the 10 per cent reduction would 
not be sufficient, and declared that 
the wage question was most impor- 
tant in restoring national prosper- 
ity. The carriers are faced with 
the dilemma, he continued, “of pay- 
ing interest on their debts or going 
to the Sheriff.” 

Cole asserted that the wage ques- 
tion was within the jurisdiction of 
the committee, while Willard 
thought it was a matter to be set- 
tled between the railroad manage- 
ments and the brotherhoods. 

Gen. W. W. Atterbury, president 
of the Pennsylvania, added, “I wish 
to echo every word Mr. Cole has 
said. The railroad wage rate is the 
basis for wages throughout all in- 
dustry.” 

The sessions were marked by 
rapid-fire interchanges between 
former Gov. Alfred E. Smith and 
Alexander Legge, as members of 
the commission, and several ex- 
ecutives. 

J. J. Pelley, president of the New 
Haven, advocated more stringent 
regulation of motor trucks to guard 
the railroads from “unfair compe- 
tition.” 

“There is another side to that 
said Smith. “Motor

|'Yesterday’s Testimony: Anti-High- 


way Drive by Railroads Alleged. 

A. J. Brousseau, vice-president of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, testified yesterday 
that railroads were making a con- 
certed drive to increase the cost of 
using the highways. 

“I am much concerned with what 
is apparently a drive to increase 
highway traffic costs,” he _ said: 
“Much of its support comes from 
railroad sources. It ‘must be cost- 
ly. More and more railroad em- 
ployes are devoting their time to 
this drive instead of running trains. 
We have not the facilities to check 
this drive. We can’t afford the 
cost. 

“I wonder how much farther this 
movement will go? Is it in the pub- 
lic interest? The funds for it must 
come from somewhere. I begin to 
wonder where.” 

Bankers for Co-Ordination. 

The National Association of Mu- 
tual Savings Banks and the Secur- 
ity Owners’ Association joined in 


recommending that all forms of 
_transport be regulated under the 


jurisdiction of a new Government 
agency. 

_ Brousseau said the truck and 
motor bus, in many respects, could 
not be considered competitors of 
the railroads because they served 
a more varied_and entirely differ- 
ent service. 

“Would the railroads, if overnight 
they were given all the freight 
carried by the trucks, be prosper- 
ous?” ' 

The truck manufacturer. an- 
swered by saying that the “traffic 
carried by the privately owned 


truck—85 per cent of all trucks— 


cannot be legislated back to the 
railroads. We have left the com- 
mon and contract carrier—15 per 
cent of all trucks. Fifteen per cent 
of 6 per cent is less than 1 per 
cent.” Of the nation’s total traffic 
movement, he had previously stat- 
ed, only 6 per cent was carried by 
trucks, 
Questions by Editor. 

Clark Howell, editor and general 
manager of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, who, as a member of the non- 
partisan Transportation Commit- 
tee occupied a place on the right 
side of former President Coolidge, 
drew from Brousseau some figures 
bearing on the relative tax burdens 
carried by the motor and rail in- 
dustries, particularly by automobile 
and truck drivers. 

Brousseau asked for permission 
to answer questions by asking some 
himself. He asked Howell what he 
employed most for the delivery of 
newspapers. 

“Trucks,” was the answer. 

“Why?” “For speed and econ- 
omy,” said Howell. 

“There are many other people 
throughout the country of the same 
mind,” said Brousseau.

Says Investments Are Safe. 

Henry Bruere, president of the 
Bowery Savings Bank, said the 
savings banks were not concerned 
over the safety of their investments 
in the railroads—their receipts of 
interest on railroad bonds had been 
more than earned in 1931 and under 
present subnormal conditions, he 
asserted, the savings banks’ invest- 
ments would continue safe. 

The banker said regulation ,of 
the railroads was necessary to pro- 
tect the railroads themselves. He 
urged railroad consolidation as a 
vital necessity, stating that pres- 
ent barriers in the way were com- 
prised not only “of the question 
of finance, but human nature.” 

He said the savings banks did 
not buy railroad bonds—and then 
only first mortgage bonds—until 
the end of last century. Since then, 
assured of close government watch- 
fulness over the carriers, they had 
increased their investments from 
$823,000,000 in 1912 to $1,000,000,- 
000 in 1922 and $1,700,000,000 in 
1932. 7 

Coolidge rarely asked an oral 
question.

Collapsible Craft From Han- 
nibal to St. Louis. 


Victor J. Azbe of Webster Groves, 
mechanical engineer, arrived at the 
foot of Pine street yesterday in his 
50-pound collapsible rubber boat, 
completing a 135-mile trip from 
Hannibal which began last Friday. 

Roughing it all the way, Azbe 
prepared his own meals on the voy- 
age and camped out at nights, 
sleeping on sandbars or in his boat. 
His stops were at Saverton, Louisi- 
ana, Hamburg, Peruque and on a 
sandbar a mile below Alton. 

“It was a great outing,” he said, 
as he took the boat apart and put 
it up in two compact bundles. “I 


at night. Had no trouble at. all. 
The toughest part of the trip was 
when I reached the mouth of the 
Missouri this morning. The waves 
were so high that the boat bounced 
around like a cork and it was all I 
could do toekeep from grounding 
on the east shore, but there was 
no danger of capsizing. A canoe 
wotldn’t have lasted a minute. I'm 
looking forward to great times with 
it next summer.” 
The craft is 17 feet long and built 
along the lines of the kayaks used 
by Eskimos. The cockpit holds two 
persons and is equipped with a 
watertight cover which fits closely 
around the bodies of the occupants. 
The paddle is double-bladed and 
Azbe carried an extra one for emer- 
gency. There is also an aluminum 
rudder, controlled by foot pedals. 


The covering is of laminated rub- 
ber and canvas. The frame, of ash, 
folds into a bundle less than four 
feet long.

These are some of the opinions 
expressed by major league club 
owners in a copyrighted symposium 
gathered by the World-Telegram in 
anticipation of the annual major . 
league meetings next week. : 

All of the 16 club owners of the 
two big leagues have contributed 
their opinions as to what ails base- 
ball and what should be done about 
it. With a few exceptions they 
agree that salaries and all over- 
head expenses must be sharply re- 
duced, that showmanship must be 
improved by putting on such added 
attractions as field days, old tim- 
ers’ games, band concerts - along 
with the growing custom of having 
ladies’ and boys’ days, and that the 
player limit should not be lowered. 

A majority vote favors shorter 
and more nearly uniform training 
seasons, while the value of radio 
broadcasts is questioned. Most of 
the owners favor banning the radio 
at all except world series games, 
but a few favor it strongly. 

Three clubs, the Boston Braves, 
Brooklyn and the New York Yan- 
kees, oppose a general reduction of 
salaries, claiming that publicity

PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE 
TAKEN UP INU. S. SENATE 


Leaders of Both Parties Look for 
Passage of Bill by Next 
Week.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. — Inde 
pendence for the Philippines 
pledged by the Democratic party, 
was taken up today in the Senate. 

Leaders of both parties looked

for passage of a bill by next week. 
The measure before them, consid- 


ered today under an agreement 
made before adjournment of the 
last session, was the Hawes-Cutting 
bill, granting freedom to the islands 
18 years after passage. But changes 
were forecast, largely because it 
conflicts sharply with the Hare 
bill, passed by an overwhelming 
majority by the House last session. 
The Hare bill provides for full free- 
dom: in eight years. 

Both measures are opposed by 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration on the ground that they 
fail to provide the strict limitation 
desired on free imports from the 
islands during the transition period 
pending full economic and political 
freedom. ol 

Both bills restrict free importa- 
tions, but continue those restric- 
tions through the transition years. 
The farm leaders want free entries 
lessened after each year. They also 
object to the island plebiscite in 
the Hawes-Cutting bill at the end 
of 18 years, pending which full 
freedom would be withheld. 


NEW SENTENCE FOR CONVICT 


When Released From Missouri 

Prison He Will Go to Leavenworth.

DULUTH, Minn., Dec. 8.—Judge 
W. A. Cant in Federal Court here 
yesterday sentenced Theodore Thiel, 
52 years old, to four years’ im- 
prisonment at Leavenworth, Kan., 
for theft of a motor vehicle. 

Thiel, indicted four years ago, 
was brought here from the Mis- 
souri State Prison at . Jefferson 
City, where he was serving a five- 
year term for housebreaking. After 
Thiel completes his term at Jef- 
ferson City, he will begin serving 
the four-year term at Leavenworth. 
Federal prosecutors brought el 
here because the indictment ob- 
tained in 1928 would have been 
outlawed if the Government had 
waited for his release from the 
Missouri prison.

LEADERS OF PRISON STRIKE 
- SEGREGATED UNDER GUARD 


300 Inmates at Baltimore Refuse to 
Work When Pants Plant Pay 
Is Cut. 
By the Associated Press, 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 8.—Forty-five 
prisoners, classed by officials as 
ring leaders among 300 striking in- 
mate workers in the pants factory 
of the Maryland State penientiary, 
were segregated under heavy guard 
early last night in an attempt to 
break the strike which has con- 
tinued for five days. 
Penitentiary officials said the re- 
moval of the men from their own 


cells to others in the west wing of 


the institution was accomplished 
without the slightest trouble al- 
though during the transfer, they 
said, knives were found in the quar- 
ters of six of the strike leaders. 

The strike leaders were escorted 
one at a time to the portion of the 
penitentiary which had been set 
aside for them. This was done slow- 
ly and with extreme care, requir- 
ing two bours for the transfer. 

The 300 prisoners have been on 
strike because their pay in the 
pants shop had been reduced in ac- 
cordance with the terms of a con- 
tract between the State and a 
manufacturer. Their pay subse- 
quently was raised, as prison offi- 
Cials tried to solve the situation by 
compromise, but the original scale 
was not restored.

ECONOMICAL RECIPES 


By GLADYS T. LANG 


F cheap cuts of meat are prop- 
| erly cooked, they are as good as 

some of the more expensive por- 
tions. Today I will give you a 
recipe for a pot roast. This is a 
rather heavy meat dish, so we will 
start our dinner with a salad of to- 
matoes filled with cottage cheese, 
with an onion French dressing, ‘hen 
the pot roast, with which we will 
serve hominy grits instead of pota- 
toes, and oyster plant fritters. 
Cream of rice and apricot pudding 
finishes this rather hearty meal. 

Tomatoes With Cottage Cheese. 

Peel and scoop out centers of 
firm, ripe tomatoes and turn up- 
side down to drain. Dredge well 
with salt and pepper and fill with 
cottage cheese mixed with a iittle 
cream and well seasoned with salt, 
pepper and paprike. Place on 
shredded lettuce and pour over a 
French dressing made as follows: 

Onion French Dressing. 

One and a half teaspoon of sugar. 

One and a half teaspoon of sult. 

One and a half teaspoon of mus- 
tard. 

One tablespoon of 
ion. 

Nine tablespoons of olive oil, 

Four tablespoons of vinegar, 

Mix the dry ingredients and add, 
drop by drop, beating all the while, 
the olive oil, then add the vinegar 
and scraped onion. 

Pot Roast. 

Have your butcher cut a nice 
solid piece of meat from the shoul- 
der of beef. The piece should 
weigh about four pounds. Have it 
tied-in a good shape for slicing. 
Place this in a crock and pour over 
the roast one cup of spiced vinegar 
or cooking wine. Let stand at least 
four hours, but during this time 
turn the roast on all sides so that it 
can absorb the vineger. Drain the 
liquor and dredge well with flour. 
Place in a hot Dutch oven or roast- 
ing pan and brown well on all 
sides. Add one cup of hot water 
and the remaining spiced vinegar 
or wine and simmer slowly for 
about two hours. In the meantime,

prepare vegetables by grinding 
through the meat grinder two large } 
carrots, one onion and two stalks 
of celery. After the meat has been 
cooking for two hours, add the 
ground vegetables, one cup of to- 
mato pulp or strained tomatoes and 
enough more water so as to have 
plenty of gravy, as that is the best 
part. of the dish. If a thicker sauce 
is desired, add one tablespoon of 
flour mixed with a little cold wa- 
ter and let boil. 
Hominy Grits. 

Pour ‘one large cup of hominy 
grits in three pints of water and 
cook in a double boiler for two 
hours. Add salt to taste and a 
generous lump of butter. This goes 
very well with meats which have 
plenty of gravy. 

Oyster Plant Fritters. 

Two bunches of oyster plant. 

Three tablespoons of flour. 

One egg. 

One teaspoon of baking powder. 

Enough milk to make a thick 
batter. 

Scrape the oyster plant and cut 
in slices. Cook in boiling, salted 
water until tender. Drain and 
mash. Add one beaten egg, the 
flour and milk, then the baking 
powder. Beat well and drop from 
spooh in hot lard and fry to a 
golden brown. 

Rice and Apricot Pudding. 

Drain the liquid from one large 
or two medium-sized cans of apri- 
cots; there should be three cups 
of juice. To this fruit: juice add 
one-half cup of rice and cook in a 
double boiler, stirring occasionally 
for two hours, or until the rice is 
soft. Add one-half cup of sugar 
and a generous pinch of salt. Rub 
half the apricots through a sieve 
and mix with the rice. Chill thor. 
oughly and fold in one and a half 
cups of heavy cream beaten stiff, 
which has been thoroughly mixed 
with one tablespoon of dissolved 
gelatin, Mold and allow to set. 
Unmold and garnish platter with 
sweetened whipped cream and the 
remaining apricots.

Jt takes practice to get this 
down right without losing balance, 
but it is well worth working for. 

Now place left hand flat at bot- 
tom of tub and swing. right arm 
around, back and forth, up and 
down while scrubbing. Stretch as 
you reach. Don’t push,” because 
pushing tends to flatten chest. Pull 
back hard—thkat’s good for the 
chest and back muscles. 

Now try to rise to your feet: with- 
out using your arms for support.
